POLICE EFFICIENCY. 

Philip Weltner, secretary of the Prison 
Association of Georgia, would introduce 
scientific efficiency to the last degree in 
the administration of Atlanta’s police force. 
That idea runs throughout the report he 
made recently to the board of police com- 
missioners as the result of an exhaustive 
personal investigation of the methods now 
in use. 

Boiled down, Mr. Weltner’s plan resolves 
itself into a definite card-indexing and “fol- 
low-up” system of the criminals brought 
before the recorder’s court. .He would have 
authorities empowered and equipped, 
through additional offices if necessary, io 
make inquiry into each case of alleged law 
violation, diagnosing the cause, ascertaining 
the prisoner's circumstances. his enviryn- 
ment, his previous record and his tempeza- 
ment, to the end of fixing a penalty with 
intelligence rather than by rule-of-thumb. 

Whether or not crime is a disease, as 
many criminologists contend, it should 
largely be treated as such, not only in the 
interests of the offender as in the larger.

New News of Yesterday 


The Man Who Was Firat to Use Coal 
Ratilread Enxines. 


(Copyright, 1918, for The Constitution.)

“T have been reading some interesting 
reports which tell of the success with which 
the inventors have adapted oil burning ap- 
Paratus to the locomotive engine,” said the 
late James D. Layng to me a year or two 
before his death, in 1907. 

Mr. wayng was pergonaily familiar with 
the development of the American railroad 
between 1849 and 1900. 
He was of the party 
which made the survey 
for the first railroad out 
of Pittsburg west It 
was he who gave the 
first encouragement to 
George Westinghouse 
for the air brake. He 
was afterward one of 
the leading railway 
managers gf the mid- 
west and was, in the 
latter years of his life, 
vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the 
West Shore rallroad. 

“I was thinking this 
morning,” said Mr. 
Layng, “while reading 

E. J. Edwards. the reports of the man- 
ner in which oil-burning apparatus has’ been 
successfully adapted* to locomotive engines, 
especially in the southwest and in California, 
of the difference in the attitude of the puhb-* 
lic and that of railway men toward this new 
source of energy as compared with that of 
railway managers and the public at the time 
it was proposed to substitute coal for wood 
for the furnaces of locomotive engines. 

“This country was so abundantly supplied 
with good fuel that for nearly thirty years 
after railways had been pretty generally 
developed tin the east wood was universally 
used far heating the boilers. It was very 
inexpensive. Frequently locomotives could 
stop in the midst of a forest to ‘wood up,’ 
as it was called. Engineers, firemen and 
brakemen made assault upon convenient 
woodpiles and in a few moments replenished 
the tender. 

“You may recall having seen pictures of 
locomotive engines running, say, between 
1840 and 1860. They all had great flaring 
smokestacks, necessarily constructed in that 
way in order to give the proper draught. 

“T think for at least ten years there was 
a good deal of discussion among rallway 
managers about the feasibility of using coal 
instead of wood to run the engines. The 
great objection to coal was that it was ex- 
pensive, while wood was cheap and that it 
would entail a good deal of cost to alter lo- 
comotives so that they could use coal instead 
of wood. 

“Nobody had the courage to 
experiment, until at last a man named Wel- 
come Farnam ventured, at his own risk, to 
substitute coal for wood. 

“Mr. Farnam, I believe, had accumulated 
a large fortune as a manufacturer in Mas- 
sachusetts. Like his warm personal friend, 
thelate John M. Forbes, of Boston, he became 
interested, after he had gained his fortune, 
in railway construction. He was the man 
who proposed to construct an air line rail- 
road from Boston to the Hudson river. Mr. 
Forbes did all of his great railway construc- 
tion in the west. He was the father of the 
Burlington railway system. 

“The stockholders of a railroad running 
from Providence, R. I., to Worcester, Mass., 
asked Mr. Farnam to become president of 
that road. He said he would upon one con- 
dition, and that was that he be allowed to 
test the economy and availability of coal for 
the creation energy upon a 
motive. That 
the stockholders’ to 
dubiously. The railroad ran through a well- 
wooded country. That kind of fuel was 
abundant and cheap. Mr. Farnam, however, 
said that we were using up our timber too 
rapidly in the east arid, moreover, he believed 
that in the long run coal was a more eco- 
nomical agent than wood. At last he offered 
to make the test at his own pecuniary risk. 
To that proposition no objection was made. 
He caused locomotives to be altered so as to 
become burners and, after a most 
thorough test, demonstrated that his theories 
were correct. He, therefore, caused his rail- 
road to be equipped with coal-burning en- 
gines, and that was the first railroad in the 
United States to make use of engines of that

THE CARDINAL’S 
NECKLACE 


Did Marie Antoinette, Queen of France, 
cajole Cardinal de Rohan to such an extent 
that she was able to rob him of the diamond 
necklace? This is as much of a mystery to- 
day as ever it was, and no event in the soctal 


scandal of France has excited more interest 


than the episode of the cardinal’s necklace. 

This extraordinary affair originated in the 
profligate state of French society preceding 
the revolution. when the upper classes, as if 
in mockery of the starving poor, displayed a 
magnificence as insulting as it was reckless 
and insane. 

In 1774 Louis XV. was infatuated with 
Madame du Barry. He wished to show evi- 
dence of such and commissioned the court 
jewelers to collect the finest diamonds to 
form a necklace that should be unique of its 
kind. The jewelers exercised so much care 
in the selection of these jewels, that before 
the necklace was put together the king died. 
The work had advanced so far that the neck- 
lace was finished at a cost of $360,000 in the 
hope that it could be sold to Louis XVI. for 
his Queen. The king, however, on account of 
low finances, was unable to make the pur- 
chase, and it remained in the hands of the 
jewelers for some years. When Marie An- 
toinette, who had married the Dauphin, finally 
succeeded to the throne of France, she felt 
that now was her opportunity to crush her 
enemy, Cardinal de Rohan. She succeeded 
finally in disgracing him and placing him be- 
fore the world in the attitude of a thief and 
a forger. 

Then suddenly Jeanne de 
ame Lamotte) came upon the scene. She was 
an adventuress, and was able to hoodwink 
the cardinal into believing that she was the 
queen’s most intimate friend. She even 
signed spurious notes with Marie Antoinette’s 
name, until he believed that she had suc- 
ceeded in overcoming the queen’s anger to- 
ward him. He finally believed that he had

| her full confidence. Lamotte finally risked a 

note to the cardinal purported to be from the 
queen, commissioning him to borrow 60,000 
francs for a charitable purpose, which were 
to be transmitted through Madame Lamotte. 
The cardinal borrowed the money and car- 
ried out the scheme. A second loan of a like 
amount was obtained. With these funds the 
Lamottes furnished a magnificent house and 
Started gay equipages. 

So far, in the summer of 1784, the great 
diamond fraud had not risen into Jeanne’s 
consciousness. But the success that already 
attended her efforts made her decide to un- 
dertake greater schemes. The court jewelers 
were tired of having the expensive necklace 
lying idle, and Jeanne insinuated to them that 
an influential lady at court might be able to 
recommend the purchase of the necklace. She 
thereupon conveyed to Rohan the informa- 
tion which she manufactured that the queen 
desired to purchase the necklace without the 
King’s knowledge, and that she had suggest- 
ed that the cardinal purchase !t in his name. 
He hastened to fulfill the mission, and on 
February 1, 1785. the necklace was placed in 
the cardinal’s hands. His note was accepted 
for the whole amount. 

The necklace was to be delivered on the 
eve of a grand fete, at which Madame La- 
motte asserted the queen desired to wear it. 
The casket containing it was taken to Ver- 
sailles, the home of the Lamottes, by whom 
it was to be handed to the person whom the 
queen was to send. To still further dupe the 
cardinal, Jeanne employed a woman to rep- 
resent Antoinette, and through her heavy 
velling Rohan imagined that he had had an 
interview with the queen. 

Madame Lamotte dispatched her husband 
with the necklace to London, where it was 
broken up, the small diamonds were reset for 
the three accomplices, and the remainder was 
sold to jewelers. The trick was discovered 
when the jewelers wrote to the queen thank- 
ink her for the honor she had done them. 
The queen demanded an explanation. It was 
given. Instead of the queen exposing the 
maneuver she asked the jewelers to bring a 
copy of the agreement and leave it with her. 

De Rohan was thoroughly duped, and un- 
derstanding that the queen was unable to 
raise the money for the first installment to be 
paid, he attempted to raise it himself. He 
failed. The circumstance was brought to 
the king. The queen was shown the forgery 
authorizing him, in- her name, to make the 
purchase. Rohan was arrested and sent te 
the Bastile, followed by Madame Lamotte 
The other accomplices were also arrested. 
The evidence was conclusive of the deception 
that had been played upon the cardinal. 

De Rohan was able to prove his innocence 
in the matter. but was relieved of his post 
and exiled. Lamotte was imprisoned for life 
There is no doubt that Jeanne was the entire 
author of the crime, but the actions of the 
queen after the-way her name had been used. 
has led many people to believe that she her- 
self was more or less interested and profited 
to some extent in the sale of the jewels in 
England.

Actions, not motives nor impulses, 
form the basis of the judgment the 
world passes on us. It has no other 
recourse.

She 
must rely upon the march of events, 
Emerson's “eternal witness,’ to dis- 
prove what may superficially seem 
dubious mental attitudes or actual ut- 
terances, and to see “that justice is 
done.” 

Of all innocent victims, for inno- 
cent so often are these people whom 
society convicts, I believe one of the 
most marked is what may be describ- 
ed as the ‘“devil-may-care” woman, 
she who, through disposition, maybe, 
and lack of training, does not stop to 
see the effect of her saytngs and do- 
ings; she who acts from the heart or 
the impulse more than the head. Un- 
fortunately she is nearly always pret- 
ty—pretty enough to irritate those 
older than she, and those less at 
tractive than she, as she rushes in 
all) unheeding of convention and 
makes a blunder in a far less shorter 
time than it took her to make the 
visit to the poor woman in the hos- 
pital in the morning; than it took her 
to hear the hard luck story of the 
shop-girl to whom she gave $5 that 
very morning; than it took her to 
pack the pretty evening gown, the 
coat and the shoes she sent to one of 
her friends who was going to a par- 
ty and had no fresh things to wear. | 
EXECUTION COMES | 
QUICKLY. | 

The truth is this “devil-may-care 
woman,” in all her life and careless- 
ness of manner; her apparent aim- 
lessness, is so tired sometimes when 
evening comes, she has that attitude 
of don’t-care-what-happens, that the 
small boy has when he has worn him- 
self out at baseball; don’t want his; 
face washed for supper, but just 


wants to be let alone in his mammy’s.

City Offices, Business Houses 
and College Close Dur- 
ing Funeral Services. 


Athens, Ga., January 15.—(Special.)— 
In the presence of an assemblage of 
sorrowing friends that filled the large 
auditorium of Emanuel church to its 
utmost capacity, the funeral of Mrs. H. 
Cc. White, president of the Georgia Fed- 
eration of Women’s clubs, Was con- 
ducted this afternoon at 4:30 o'clock. 

The presence of sO many from every 
Walk of life, expressing their grief 
over the death of this splendid woman, 
Was a high but merited tribute to her 
worth. 

A large number of friends from At- 
lanta and other Georgia cities, and rep- 
resentatives of the various clubs of 
which the deceased was a prominent 
member, were here to express by their 
presence the deep sense of loss experi- 
enced by their organizations. The flo- 
ral tributes were most beautiful, at- 
testing the love and esteem in which 
Mrs. White was held by all who knew 
her.

A touching spectacle was the pres- 
ence, following immediately into the 
church after the family, of her serv- 
ant, some of whom -had béen in the 
service of Mrs. White for twenty 
years. :

F,00,000 PACKAGES 
FORTHE PARCEL POST 


That Number of Parcels Handled in 
First Seven Days of 
Operation. 


Washington, January 15.—Six mil- 
lion packages were handled by the 
parcel post during the first seven 
days of the operation of the system 
according to figures prepared late to- 
day by the postoffice department. 

The figures were compiled from re- 
ports received by Postmaster General 
Hitchcock from 1,594 out of the 1,650 
postoffices having city delivery ser- 
vice and estimates made from scatter- 
ing reports of the remaining postof- 
fices of the country. The returns show 
that, during the first seven days, 
4,068,824 packages were handled in the 
city delivery offices which have sub- 
mitted reports. Of this number 107,561 
packages were insured. As all of the 
offices were closed on new year’s day 
and Sunday, the reports cover substan- 
tially only five days. 

“Without exception,’ read Postmas- 
ter General Hitchcock’s' statement, 
“postmasters are enthusiastic over the 
Parcel post service and many of them 
have submitted with their reports, per- 
sonal letterg describing the reception 
of the system by their communities and 
offering suggestions for betterment of 
the service. Practically all postmas- 
ters report a steady increase of parcel 
post business and that as local mer- 
chants and manufacturers become fa- 
miliar with the facilities offered, the 
rate of increase is accelerated.” 


STATE OFFICERS WILL 
CONSIDER MOORE CASE 


Chairman R. E. Davison, of the pris- 
on commission, will confer today with 
Governor Brown in regard to what 
course of action should be taken in 
the case of Enoch Moore, escaped con- 
vict fro mthe Georgia penitentiary, 
who, in a letter written to the gov- 
ernor from San Francisco, stated that 
he has surrendered himself to the state 
authorities, because he has reformed 
and wants to make atonement for his 
crime. 

No disposition of Moore’s case can 
be made until he is again in the state 
of Georgia, but to-send for him Lrings 
up a serious question of finance. 

“The funds for the maintenance of 
the commission and all the departments 
over which it has supervision,” says 
Mr. Davison, “are low and we have to 
operate on an exceedingly small mar- 
gin. It appears that $300 is the least 
possible svm of money on which 
Moore could be orought back to this 
state. The bill for the transportation 
of prisoners is already running more 
than $10,000 per year. The bill for 
December alone was about $900.” 

With nearly 300 more prisoners to 
take care of the prison commission is 
still operating with the same main- 
tainance fund of $80,000, which it had 
in 1910, according to Mr. Davison, who 
took his office at that time. There 
were then 320 prisoners, and there are 
today about 700,

Upon a decision of the supreme 
court of Georgia, in the famous “near 
beer” cases from Chatham county, de-

Hon. Seaborn Wright, prohibition 
leader of Floyd county, argued before 
the court, Tuesday, the case of W. E. 
Thompson, et als. against E. H Sim- 
mons, taken on appeal from Judge 
Charleton'’s court in 

Simmons is the proprietor of a “near 
beer” saloon in Savannah. It was al- 
legeqd that whisky was sold in the 
place under the license. Under the 
statute any citizen or individual, with 
sufficient evidence, can convict on the 
equity side of the court, any person 
engaged in the sale of liquors. An 
injunction was sought to estop Sim- 
mons on the ground that he was oper- 
ating a “blind tiger.” | 

The superior court of Chatham held 
that Simmons was not a blind tiger, 
and that the liquor sold was not dis- 
guised, and pointed out that the only 
method by which Simmons could be 
estopped was by indictment. 

The arguments before the supreme 
court were based on the ruling of the 
superior court, and upon the decision 
of the highest tribuna] in the state 
depends the fate of the statu.» If 
the court sustaing the lower court's 
ruling, “near beer’ s.loons can te 
operated as before.
